Bleep W ith Three Feet o f W ater 
Under T heir Bunks — AU Stream s 
Are Swollen and M anila Bay Is Im ­ 
possible of Navigation. 


Manila, July IO.—It has been m ining 
and storming almost constantly for two 
days and the country along the Ameri­ 
can south aud bay lines is literally 
flooded. The soldiers are suffering great 
discomfort

tion, being practically surrounded by 
wafer.

The I*luted States transport Centen­ 
nial is ready to sail for San Francisco 
with discharged soldiers, but the latter 
have to sit around the water front all 
day, drenched to the skin, waiting for 
a launch to take them to the steamer. 
The river Pasig aud all the other 
streams are swollen and the city streets 
at low points are covered with water.

into small squads in charge of a nou- 
eommuwdoned officer aud scattered all 
about the conutry.’*

Cuban officers had assured them there 
were not IOO men in the province who 
would accept money from the United 
States, basing the assurance on tole 
grams, which purported to com© from 
Santiago.

is .alw ays sound, juicy and crisp, and 
these good qualities are so well appre­ 
ciated by A m ericans th a t about 800,- 


0 0 0 crates of the onions are annually 
shipped to the United States. 
“ Preparations to supply the m arkets 
of this country every spring w ith the 
vegetable are made early in January, 
and when gathered in M arch and April 
the onions are carefully selected and 
packed in crutes, w eighing, when filled, 
IOO pounds. The onions are then taken 
to the general receiving w harf, w here 
they are subjected to a rigid inspection 
by governm ent officers. 
If the quality 
of the produce is not good and any im ­ 
perfect or decayed specim ens are found, 
the farm er is made to pick the goods 
over and replace them. 
The onions are 
then passed by the inspector, and when 
the crates have been closed and m arked 
by the shipper they are loaded qn board 
a steam ship, which, after a voyage of 
48 hours, lands them , principally in 
New York. Hero consignm ents of from 
4,000 to 5,000 crates, each containing 
150 onions, are received semiweekly. 
The vegetable is usually sold by the 
w eight aud is w orth about 5 cents per 
ponnd re ta il." — W ashington Star.
